From Tuber Likely to 


Be Developed 


CROP M AY B E PROMISIN G 


Cost Reduced to 3 Cents in 


1936 by Development 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 —(UP) 
The Department of Ag riculture, in 
manufacturing starch from sweet 
potatoes, believ es it has discov ered 
another promising Southern farm 
crop. 
It was estimated the industry 
soon may prov ide a market for 
millions of bushels of sweet pota­ 
toes. 
Larg e-scale production of 
itarch from this source already is 
Underway. 
Chemical research on a com­ 
mercial plant scale and one year 
of commercial production at a 
trial plant at Laurel, Miss., hav e 
prov ed such an Industry practical, 
Department of Ag riculture scien­ 
tists said. 
Starch Yieki Hig h 
Last year the Laurel plant pro­ 
cessed 42,000 bushels of sweet po­ 
tatoes, extracting an av erag e of 10 
pounds of starch per bushel. Under 
improv ed methods de\’eloped near 
the end of the season 11 to 12 
pounds of starch were extracted 
from each bushel. 
In addition to starch, the plant 
obtained about four pounds of po­ 
tato pulp from each bushel. This, 
the department said, was about 
eq ual to sug ar beet pulp as a liv e­ 
stock feed. 
During 19 34, the first year the 
plant was in operation, it produced 
14 0,000 pounds of sweet potato 
starch. The second year 250,000 
pounds were produced, and last 
y ear 4 2 0,000 pounds.

'WASHINGTON, Feb. 17—(UP) 


The Department of Agriculture, in 
njanufacturing starch from sweet 
potatoes, believes it has discovered 
another promising Southern farm 
crop. 


It was estimated the industry 


»oon may provide a market for 
millions of bushels of sweet pota- 
tpes. 
Large-scale production of 


fctarch from this source already is 
Underway. 


Chemical research on a com- 


mercial plant scale and one year 
at commercial production at a 
t^ial plant at Laurel, Miss., have 
proved such an Industry practical, 
Department ot Agriculture scien- 
tists said. 


Starch Yield High 


' Last year the Laurel plant pro- 
cessed 42,000 bushels of sweet po- 
tatoes, extracting an average of 10 
pounds of starch per bushel. Under 
Improved methods developed near 
the end of the season 11 to 12 
pounds of starch were extracted 
from each bushel. 


In addition to starch, the plant 


obtained about four pounds of po- 
tato pulp from each bushel. This, 
tb* department said, was about 
equal to sugar beet pulp as a live- 
stock feed. 


Daring 1934, the first year the 


plant was In operation, it produced 
1*0,000" pounds of sweet potato 
starch- The second year 250,000 
pounds' were produced, and last 
yjfiuf 420,000 pounds.

rious way prontosil poisons

When a physician talks about a 


"specific" drug, he means a medi-

kills the 
spirochetes of 


ayphilis, and now prontosil, which 
destroys streptococcic bacteria. 


Hospitals Are Cooperating 
Dr. Pepper revealed 
to

United Press the results of experi- 
ments with prontosil among 
pa- 


tients of University hospital and 
other 
cooperating 
Philadelphia 


hospitals. The results were among 
the first to be made public in the 
United States. 


"Prontosil in its present form is 


no cure-all for strepococcic dis- 
eases," he said, "but 
we 
have 


found a number of cases where it 
seemed to be clearly helpful. Ap- 
parently it must be used early to 
be most effective. And I am also 
convinced that it is harmless if 
properly used, although it some- 
times produces temporary nausea.

Diseased Heart Cause of Accidents 


People with heart disease of the 


type which may cause unconscious- 
ness or sudden syncope, have been 
known to lose control of the car 
and crash into safety zones. Those 
with debilitating diseases, such aa 
tuberculosis, should not drive on 
long journeys; they are soon fa- 
tigued and their alertness lost« 
People subject to convulsive states 
should be denied driving privileges 
until satisfactory treatment haa 
been instituted, 
subject to petit

Specific instances cited by Dr. 


Selling, in which proper physical 
examination included a young man 
19 years old, apparently in perfect 
health and even unusual vigor, 
showed muscular co-ordination so 
poor from central nervous system 
disease, that it was recommended 
to the judge that his license be per- 
manently revoked. Another simi- 
lar case, however, responded to re- 
habilitation exercises so well that 
there was no reason to curtail hia 
driving liberty. 


A man 26 was arrested for using 


and displaying another man's li- 
cense, and it was the judge's inten- 
tion to give him a light sentence 
and let him go. But it occurred to 
the judge that it might be worth 
while to have him examined, when 
it was found that he had an exten- 
sive opacity of the eyes, causing 
marked impairment of the vision. 


The crux of the problem of re- 


ducing automobile accidents is th« 
treatment of the chronic offender. 
Those who have been in accidents 
more than once should have care- 
ful mental tests. The attitude and 
makeup of the accident-prone driv- 
ers is one which modern psychiatry 
can be interested in. The accident- 
prone driver should also have very 
complete eye examinations.
